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(A)  INTRODUCTION 


HE  Evans  Family  is  among  the  forty-nine  “best  families”  selected  by 
the  American  Historical-Genealogical  Society  for  whom  the  Society  has 
published  family  histories  during  the  past  few  years. 

The  Evans  Family  has  been  prominent  in  the  British  Empire  and  in  the 
United  States,  its  members  having  played  important  roles  in  war  and  in  peace. 
Family  pride  is  a  commendable  trait  and  should  be  cultivated..  All  Evanses  have 
just  cause  to  be  proud  of  their  family  history  and  traditions. 

In  references  No.  3  and  No.  7  we  find  the  following  regarding  the  origin 
and  meaning  of  the  name  Evans : 

The  surname,  Evans,  is  the  genitive  of  “Evan,”  a  common  Welsh  baptismal 
name,  equivalent  to  John. 

The  first  form  of  the  name  seems  to  have  been  “Jevon,”  then  “Yevan,” 
and  last  and  permanently  “Evan.”  The  Flemish  form  is  “Evens.” 

The  data  in  this  volume  is  gathered  from  reliable  sources.  We  have  selected 
what  we  consider  the  most  important  material.  Many  of  the  daughters,  and  sons 
for  whom  no  issue  was  shown,  have  been  omitted  from  the  pedigrees.  A  miss¬ 
ing  symbol  indicates  that  a  name  has  been  omitted.  Those  desiring  further 
information  are  advised  to  consult  the  volumes  mentioned  in  the  list  of  Refer¬ 
ences. 

The  compiler  hopes  that,  in  producing  this  volume,  he  is  bringing  to  the 
Evans  Family  information  which  will  be  of  interest  and  value  to  them,  and 
that  he  is  rendering  an  important  service  to  the  public.  He  and  his  associates 
will  be  glad  to  give  their  co-operation  to  members  of  the  family  who  are  inter¬ 
ested  in  having  a  complete  genealogy  of  the  family  published. 

Unless  otherwise  plainly  shown,  the  persons  in  this  volume  whose  names 
are  accompanied  by  three  figures  are  children  of  the  immediately  preceding 
persons  bearing  immediately  preceding  numbers.  All  persons  in  each  group 
bearing  the  same  letter  as  a  part  of  their  numbers  are  directly  related.  The  gen¬ 
erations  of  the  descendants  of  those  bearing  numbers  of  three  figures  are  rep¬ 
resented  as  follows.

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(B)  THE  EVANS  COAT  OF  ARMS 


COAT  of  Arms  is  an  emblem  or  a  device  which  is  displayed  by  titled 
persons,  persons  of  royal  blood,  and  their  descendants.  Coats  of  Arms 
were  originally  used  for  purposes  of  identification  and  recognition  on 
the  field  of  battle  as  well  as  in  civil  life. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  writers  that  Coats  of  Arms,  in  a  crude  form,  were 
used  by  Noah’s  sons  after  the  flood.  There  are  records  of  other  Coats  of  Arms, 
in  one  crude  form  or  another,  at  different  periods  of  ancient  history.  Heraldry, 
however,  as  we  know  it  today,  did  not  become  of  much  importance  until  soon 
after  the  invasion  of  England  by  William  the  Conqueror,  A.  D.  1066.  Heraldry 
became  of  general  interest  at  about  the  time  of  the  Crusades. 

The  Evans  Coat  of  Arms  shown  in  the  front  of  this  volume  is  the  Arms 
of  the  Evanses  of  Wales;  Ireland;  Llaneurgain,  co.  Flint;  Northrup,  co.  Flint; 
and  others.  Coats  of  Arms  very  similar  to  it  are  used  by  several  large  Evans 
families.  Numerous  other  branches  of  the  Evans  family  use  Coats  of  Arms 
resembling  it. 

This  is  the  most  widely  used  of  all  Evans  Coats  of  Arms  and  has  been  in 
existence  for  many  centuries.  It  is  described  in  BURKE’S  GENERAL 
ARMORY,  BURKE’S  LANDED  GENTRY,  BURKE’S  PEERAGE  AND 
BARONETAGE,  LODGES’  PEERAGE,  and  other  reliable  works  on  her¬ 
aldry,  in  some  cases  accompanied  by  illustrations.  It  has  been  used  for  genera¬ 
tions  by  many  American  branches  of  the  Evans  family.

Glodrydd,  Prince  of  Furlys,  the  founder  of  the  Fourth  Royal  Tribe  of  Wales.

That  he 
was  a  lover  of  the  royal  sport  of  the  chase  there  is  no  doubt,  for  so  it  is  shown 
in  his  arms.

(I)  PROMINENT  EVANSES  OF  AMERICA,  PAST  GENERATIONS 


Anthony  Walton  White  Evans:  Civil  engineer;  b.,  New  Brunswick, 
N.  J.,  1817;  studied  civil  engineering  at  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institute;  en¬ 
tered  employ  of  Chilean  Govt,  and  was  later  appointed  chief  engineer  of  Arica 
and  Tacua  Railway  Co.,  in  Peru.  He  was  a  des.  of  Gen.  Anthony  W.  White 
and  a  mem.  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati. 

Augusta  Jane:  Author;  b.,  Columbus,  Ga.,  1835;  wrote  many  popular 
novels,  of  which  “Beulah"  (1859)  established  her  reputation.  During  the  Civil 
War  she  was  a  benefactor  to  soldiers  stationed  near  her  country  home  in  Mobile, 
Alabama. 

Hon.  David  Reid:  Lawyer;  b.,  Westminster,  Eng.,  1769;  admitted  to 
Bar,  1796;  mem.  Legislature,  1800-04  ;  solicitor  of  middle  judicial  circuit,  1804- 
11;  elected  to  Congress  as  a  Democrat.  He  was  first  president  of  Fairfield 
Bible  Society,  and  ruling  elder  in  Presbyterian  Church  for  thirty  years. 

De  Scott:  Artist;  b.,  Boston,  Ind.,  1847;  studied  under  Bouguereau  in 
Paris,  and  later  in  Cleveland  ;  became  instructor  and  co-director  in  the  Academv 
of  Fine  Arts.  In  1887  he  painted  the  picture  of  the  Garfield  family,  entitled 
“Winter  Evening  at  Lawnfield,"  which  hangs  in  the  reception  room  of  Garfield 
monument  at  Cleveland. 

Edward  Payson  :  Scholar;  b.,  Remsen,  N.  Y.,  1833;  s.  Welsh  Pres, 
clergyman.  Professor  Evans  made  a  specialty  of  Oriental  languages,  and  was 
the  author  of  many  books,  including  “Coquerel’s  First  Historical  Transforma¬ 
tions  of  Christianity”  (1867). 

Elizabeth  Hewlings:  Poet;  b.,  Phila.,  1818;  dau.  William  S.  Stock- 
ton,  of  Phila.;  in  1839  m.  Dr.  M.  F.  Evans,  of  Amelia  Co.,  Va.  A  volume  of 
her  poems,  with  a  preface  by  her  brother,  the  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Stockton,  was 
published  shortly  before  her  death  (Phila.,  1854). 

Rev.  Evans,  D.D. :  Clergyman;  b.,  Wales;  was  appointed  2d  rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Phila.,  1700.  On  returning  from  England,  1709,  he  brought 
the  communion  service  presented  by  Queen  Anne  to  Christ  Church.  During 
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his  ministry  he  baptized  800  persons,  mostly  from  the  Society  of  Friends,  whose 
members  flocked  in  great  numbers  to  hear  him. 

Prof.  Evan  William:  Scholar;  b.  near  Swansea,  Wales,  1827;  grad., 
Yale,  1851 ;  occupied  chair  of  natural  philosophy  and  astronomy  in  Marietta 
Coll.,  O.,  1857-64.  He  was  the  first  professor  appointed  upon  the  foundation  of 
Cornell  Univ.,  occupying  the  chair  of  mathematics  there  till  1872,  and  was 
regarded  as  the  best  Celtic  scholar  in  America. 

Hon.  George:  Senator;  b.,  Hallowell,  Me.,  1797 ;  grad.,  Bowdoin,  1815; 
admitted  to  Bar,  1818;  attained  local  eminence  as  a  criminal  lawyer.  He  was 
a  mem.  of  the  Legislature  and  served  six  terms  in  Congress  until  1841,  when  he 
was  again  elected  to  the  U.  S.  Senate.  Henry  Clay  said  that  Mr.  Evans  knew 
more  about  the  tariff  than  any  other  public  man  in  the  country. 

George  Henry:  Reformer;  b.,  Bromyard,  Herefordshire,  Eng.,  1805; 
among  reforms  for  which  he  labored  were  destruction  of  U.  S.  bank,  inalienable 
homesteads,  transportation  of  mails  on  Sunday,  a  limitation  in  the  right  of  any 
person  to  hold  lands,  general  bankrupt  laws  and  laborers’  liens.  He  edited  and 
published  several  books,  including  “The  Daily  Sentinel,”  in  1837. 

Elder  Frederick  William:  (brother  of  George  Henry);  reformer;  b., 
Bromyard,  Eng.,  1808.  He  was  appointed  assistant  elder  in  the  “North  Fam¬ 
ily”  at  Mount  Lebanon,  N.  Y.,  1838;  and,  1858,  became  first  elder  of  three 
families ;  published  several  books,  including  “Second  Appearing  of  Christ” 
(1873). 

Henry  G. :  Journalist;  b.  1812.  He  was  co-editor  and  proprietor  of  the 
N.  Y.  “Evening  Mirror”  and  one  of  the  best  newspaper  writers  in  the  city. 

Hugh  Davey:  LL.D. ;  author;  b.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  1792;  was  a  prominent 
member  of  Maryland  colonization  society,  and  prepared  a  code  of  laws  for  the 
Maryland  Colony  in  Liberia  (Baltimore,  1847).  For  many  years  he  was  a  pro- 
tessor  at  St.  James  College,  Md.  Author  of  many  books ;  he  considered  his 
best  work  “Treatise  on  the  Christian  Doctrine  of  Marriage”  (N.  Y.,  1870), 
which  appeared  after  his  death  in  1868. 

H.  Sugden  :  Canadian  chemist;  b.,  London,  Eng.,  1830.  In  1849  he  was 
elected  one  of  the  fellows  of  the  Royal  Microscopical  Society  and  in  1869  be¬ 
came  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  After  retiring 
from  active  connection  with  his  own  business,  he  became  chief  analyst  for  the 
Dominion  Government. 

Hon.  John:  Colonial  Governor  of  Penna. ;  b.  about  1678.  Of  Welsh 
origin  and  in  1704  became  Deputy-Gov.  of  the  province,  under  the  proprietor,. 
William  Penn. 

John:  M.D. ;  geologist ;  b.,  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  1812;  s.  Richard  Evans 
(Judge  N.  H.  Supreme  Court).  After  taking  his  degrees  at  St.  Louis  Medical 
Coll.,  he  served  on  geological  surveys  of  Wis.,  Minn.,  Iowa  and  Nebraska. 
Later  he  was  commissioned  by  the  U.  S.  Government  to  carry  on  geological  sur¬ 
veys  of  the  Wash,  and  Oregon  territories,  and  died  while  preparing  an  elaborate 
report  on  his  discoveries  there. 

Hon.  Josiah  James:  Jurist;  b.,  Marlborough  District,  S.  C.,  1786;  elected 
to  Legislature  from  there,  1812-13,  and  in  1816  from  Darlington  District,  where 
he  had  m.  that  year.  Later  he  served  as  State  Solicitor  and  Circuit  Judge,  and 
was  elected  to  the  LT.  S.  Senate  as  a  state-rights  Democrat  in  1852. 

Lewis:  Geographer;  b.  about  1700;  first  published  a  map  of  British  colo¬ 
nies  in  North  America,  and  in  1749  of  the  middle  colonies;  a  second  edition  in 
1755  containing  also  Va.,  Md.,  Penna.,  and  a  part  of  New  England.  He  was 
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the  author  of  two  series  of  Essays,  one  questioning  the  English  title  to  Fort 
Frontenac. 

Major  Nathan  George:  Soldier;  b.,  Marion,  S.  C.,  1824;  grad.,  U.  S. 
Military  Academy,  1848;  assigned  to  1st  dragoons;  distinguished  himself  as 
captain  in  2d  Cavalry  Oct.,  1858,  in  a  fight  with  Comanche  Indians,  killing  two 
of  them  in  personal  combat.  In  1861  the  South  Carolina  Legislature  voted  him 
a  gold  medal  for  gallantry  at  Leesburg. 

Rev.  Nathaniel:  M.A. ;  poet;  b.,  Phila.,  1742;  studied  in  Phil.  Academy; 
was  apprenticed  to  a  merchant,  but  afterward  entered  the  Coll,  of  Phila.  (now 
Univ.  of  Pa.).  He  went  to  England,  was  ordained  in  the  established  church, 
and  returned  in  1765  as  a  missionary  of  the  Society  for  Propagating  the  Gospel 
in  Foreign  Parts. 

Oliver:  Inventor;  b.,  Newport,  Del.,  in  1755;  apprenticed  to  a  wheel¬ 
wright.  He  invented  the  elevator,  the  conveyor,  etc.  In  1803-04,  by  order  of 
the  Board  of  Health  of  Phila.,  he  constructed  the  first  steam-dredging  machine 
used  in  America.  He  was  the  author  of  several  books. 


Thomas:  Quaker  editor;  b.,  Phila.,  1798;  opposed  Unitarian  views  of 
Elias  Hicks  in  the  “Friend”;  edited,  with  his  brother  William,  “The  Friends’ 
Library.” 


Dr.  Thomas  Wiltberger:  Dentist;  b.,  Phila.,  Pa.,  1823.  About  1848  he 
went  to  Paris,  where,  under  the  patronage  of  Napoleon  III,  he  became  distin¬ 
guished  and  treated  many  of  the  crowned  heads  of  Europe.  At  the  downfall 
of  the  Empire,  in  1870,  he  aided  Empress  Eugenie  to  escape,  taking  her  to  his 
residence  for  refuge.  He  published  daily  and  weekly  papers,  besides  several 
books,  including  “The  Memoirs  of  Henrich  Heine”  (London,  1884). 

William:  Agriculturist;  b.,  Cavan,  Ireland,  1786;  emigrated  to  Canada, 
1819;  settled  in  Montreal,  where  he  was  made  secretary  to  the  first  agricultural 
society  founded  there.  In  1853  he  was  appointed  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
Agriculture  in  Lower  Canada.  He  published  “Theory  and  Practice  of  Agri¬ 
culture”  (Montreal,  1835)  and  edited  various  magazines.

Only  about  half  the  names  were  taken  from  each  directory  con¬ 
sulted  .  2 

Half  of  the  Evanses  reside  in  the  rural  districts  or  in  small  towns 
having  no  printed  directories  which  were  available  to  us .  2 

There  is  an  average  of  more  than  four  persons  in  each  Ameri¬ 
can  family .  4 

Since  Evans  daughters  marry  and  have  as  many  descendants  as 
as  the  Evans  sons,  there  are  as  many  descendants  of  “other  names”  as 
there  are  bearing  the  name  Evans  (though  it  is  much  easier  to  locate 
the  latter) .  2 

By  multiplying  each  figure  of  column  (a)  into  the  preceding 
figure,  we  have  a  total  of .  32 

Conservative  estimate  of  the  Evans  population  of  the  United 
States,  one-half  of  whom  bear  the  name  Evans  and  one-half  of  whom 
bear  other  names .  297,280 


The  estimated  Evans  population  of  any  of  the  states  may  be  obtained  by 
multiplying  the  figures  shown  by  32.  The  Evans  population  of  the  British 
Empire  is  probably  equal  to  that  in  the  United  States. 


(M)  RELIGIONS  OF  THE  EVANSES 


For  several  centuries  the  Evanses  lived  in  Wales,  England  and  North  Ire¬ 
land.  Most  of  the  British  (with  the  exception  of  those  living  in  South  Ireland), 
and,  likewise,  the  Evanses  were  and  are  of  the  Protestant  faith. 

There  are  a  few  Evanses  of  the  Catholic  faith  in  the  British  Isles,  but  it  is 
estimated  that  their  number  does  not  exceed  three  per  cent,  of  the  entire  Evans 
population. 

The  Evanses  who  came  from  the  British  Isles  to  America  continued  in  the 
faith  of  their  fathers,  for  the  most  part,  though  their  descendants  in  this  coun¬ 
try  today  will  be  found  in  the  memberships  of  practically  all  the  various  churches. 
It  is  estimated  that  of  all  the  Evanses  in  America  who  are  church  members,  at 
least  ninety-five  per  cent,  are  of  the  Protestant  faith.
